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Madam  Chaiman,  I^drs  SvTeet  and  Gentlemen, 

Is  there  a need  for  public  health  seiarices  and  preventive  medicine 
today?  To  all  thinlcin{j  people  the  ans\;er  to  this  question  is  obviously 
yesj  and  not  only  for  financial  reasons,  important  thou^'h  these  nay  be. 

It  is  clear  from  the  number  of  articles  in  nei^spapers  and  journals,  and 
from  various  intervieus  on  radio  and  television  that  there  is  an  official 
and  a popular  demand  for  greater  emphasis  on  the  maintenance  of  tjood  health. 

Recent  scientific  investi.jation  has  shovm  that  the  existence  of  disease 
is  like  an  iceberg.  The  amount  of  knov/n  illness  can  be  represented  by 
the  small  exposed  portion  of  the  iceberg  v/hile  the  undetected  and  untreated 
sickness  forms  the  vast  submerged  area.  It  is  of  pi*ime  importance  to 
reveal  this  unlcovm  or  incipient  illness  in  the  community,  Vfith  earlier 
detection  there  nay  be  a much  better  chance,  indeed,  it  may  be  the  only 
chance  of  successful  treatment.  Obviously  it  is  essential  to  secure  the 
re -orientation  of  the  Rational  Health  Service  towards  discovering  a person's 
medical  needs  and  away  from  the  existing  'care  on  demand'  by  the  patient. 

It  is  true  that  modem  medicine  is  gradually  be cosii ng  increasingly  concerned 
vTith  patients  who  have  not  yet  developed  any  syxnptoms  but  much  more  needs 
to  be  done. 

In  man^''  cases  it  is  only  through  early  dia^;;:noGis  and  appropriate 
treatment  that  can  hope  for  either  complete  success  or  a partial  cure 
with  a delay  in  the  advance  of  disease  and  a reduction  in  latei*  handicaps. 
Early  detection  of  disease  by  screening  has  fprom  up  mainly  in  the  public 
health  field,  first  of  all,  in  relation  to  communicable  diseases  such  as 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  a nd  Venereal  Diseases,  As  coinmuni cable  disease 
has  (gradually  declined  in  importance,  attention  now  naturally  hams  to  the 
increasing  prevalence  of  non  communicable  diseases  such  as  hearing  defects. 
Diabetes,  Cancer  of  the  breast  and  cervix.  Hypertensive  disorders  etc. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  one  person  in  ten  is  suffering  from  some, 
as  yet,  undiagnosed  condition.  It  is  also  said  that  there  are  more  than 
t’.TU  million  untreated  hypertensives  and  about  1-i  million  people  \7ith 
conspicuous  psychiatric  morbiility  amongst  the  adult  population  of  Dritain. 

■7e  are  more  and  more  av/are  of  the  tragedy  of  old  people  tdio  fall  into  such 
a state  of  dependency  ths,t  they  have  to  be  admitted,  if  lucky,  to  som.e 
institution  from  which  they  know  too  well  they  Td.ll  never  emerge. 
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It  seems  obvious  that  health  departments  should  nov  be  more  and  more 
engaged  in  this  preventive  and  diagnostic  fields  r/ith  general  practitioners 
and  local  authority  workers  functioning  side  by  side.  In  recent  years  we 
have  been  able  to  see  the  excellent  results  of  Infant  ’Telfare  Clinics  in  our 
bouncing  bonnie  babies.  We  have  poured  so  much  orange  juice,  cod  liver  oil 
and  welfare  foods  down  the  throats  of  infants  that  they  have  often  been 
described  as  ninature  Samsons.  Of  course,  some  mothers  from  the  poorer 
hones,  who  are  most  in  need  of  advice  and  help,  are  still  seldom  seen  at 
anj'"  clinic.  Fortunately  these  are  very  much  in  the  minority  but  they 
necessitate  repeated  hone  visits  from  various  public  health  officials  and 
social  workers,  Imrauni  sat  ions  and  Vaccinations  at  our  clinics  have  been 
so  successful  that  we  can  now  take  heart  in  the  knowledge  that  the  control 
of  acute  infectious  disease  is  no  longer  a marathon  task,  ilovi/ever,  we  must 
not  forget  that  the  price  of  success  is  not  only  energy  but  eternal  vigilance. 

The  school  health  service  can  also  claim  its  share  of  the  cake,  We  can 
now  safely  say  that  most  children  are  sound  in  i:odnd  and  limb.  At  the  same 
time  we  must  not  minimise  the  importance  of  early  ascertaiment  treatment 
and  continued  care  of  the  physically  and  mentally  handicapped,  the  delicate 
and  the  maladjusted,  even  though  their  numbers  may  be  comparatively  small. 

In  view  of  these  attainrionts  and  the  obvious  needs  of  other  potentia.lly 
ailing  section  of  the  community  one  suspects  that  vre  should  now  devote  less 
time  on  healthy  youngsters  and  more  on  early  ascertainiaent  and  treatment 
of  handicapped  children  and  a thorough  raedictil  examination  of  older  people, 

Monmouthshire  is  off  to  a good  start,  A chiropody  clinic  is  now  firmly 
established  at  Ty-brith,  Usk.'  Cytology  clinics  are  also  held  in  neighbouring 
tovms  and  their  value  can  be  c,ppreciated  by  a glance  at  the  statistics  shown 
elsewhere  in  this  report,  Perliaps  we  should  novr  provide  facilities  for  the 
periodic  medical  examination  of  older  groups  of  tl::ie  population.  Having 
arrived  at  middle-age,  mcst  people  begin  to  realise  that  they  are  notimraortal 
and  to  think  seriously  about  their  health.  Under  prevailing  circumstances, 
Doctors  may  be  too  busy  for  such  periodic  medical  examinations  but  with  some 
rearrangements  and  the  provision  of  more  health  centres  the  numbers  of  adult 
clinics  could  be  increased  and  a closer  liason  established  between  local 
authority  staffs  and  family  doctors.  If  people  could  "oe  sure  of  getting  a 
thorough  medical  check-up  by  lorevious  appointment  Y/ithout  having  to  ivait 
unduly,  I feel  a large  proioortion  of  the  community  would,  in  time,  respond, 

.j.t  the  sane  time,  the  public  could  be  educated  to  be  sensibly,  not  morbidly, 
alert  to  the  early  symptoms  of  cancer,  diabetes,  heart  disease  as  vrell  as 
certain  other  conditions.

The  Tov.ti  is  served  by  the  Pontypool  Water  Conpany’s  Undertakin-y  and  v/ith 
the  exception  of  four  houses,  viiich  are  distant  fron  the  nains,  all  houses 
have  piped  water  supply,  nineteen  samples  have  been  subnitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratories  and  v/ere  found  to  be  satisfactory  in  all  cases. 

Durin<^'  the  year  the  Pontypool  & District  Water  Conpany  carried  out 
inprovenents  by  increasin^p  the  size  of  the  v/ater  niain  in  a section  of  Momouth 
Poad,  Usk,  and  due  to  this  action  the  poor  supply  to  Ladyhill,  iientioned  in 
last  year's  report,  has  been  considerably  inproved  and  no  further  complaints 
of  poor  supply  have  been  received.

The  majority  of  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  Town  sov/ers. 
The  sev/aje  disposal  plant  deals  vdth  all  sewape  and  is  operating  successfully, 
thoujh  very  re.ular  attention  is  required  at  the  punpinw  station  in  connection 
with  pump  maintenance,  and  also  some  difficulty  is  caused  with  the  removal  and 
disposal  of  sewa  *e  sludge.
